IT CAN ALWAYS HAPPEN 


“Don’t let death take your holiday.’’ 

That is the slogan of the National Safety Council in a drive 
to hold down the Christmas-New Year holiday traffic accident 
toll this year. Council figures show that the year-end holiday 
season is the most dangerous period of the year and that acci- 
dents annually mar the celebration in thousands of homes 
throughout the nation. 

Nationally, the council points out, traffic accident deaths 
on both Christmas eve and Christmas day are about twice as 
many as the annual daily average. Heavier travel and the fes- 
tive spirit of the season add to the ordinary hazards of travel. 

Joining in the appeal for safety are Menlo Park Police 
Chief George Potter and Clifford E. Peterson, commissioner 
of the California highway patrol. 

Speaking of the state’s record, Peterson cautions that last 
year, California had an all-time record of 328 traffic deaths 
and 8705 injuries in December and added that ‘‘most of them 
were the result of persons kiading themselves into believing 
they could do the impossible in traffic.”’ 

The holiday season in Menlo Park last year went into the 
records without traffic death or injury, a record of which to be 
proud considering the arterial traffic in the city. But it ‘’can 
always happen’”’ and we think Chief Potter states the case 
very well in declaring: 

“Every family should put one extra gift under the Christ- 
mas tree. That gift is life. It could be the life of some member 
of the house, or of a stranger. But it will be saved because 
someone has used just a little extra caution, common sense 
and courtesy to meet holiday hazards."’

City Manager 
Discusses 
Water Rate Case 


Editor’s note: Mayor Charles P. 
Burgess is out of the city this 
week. Author of “Your City’s 
Business” column in this issue is 
City Manager Cecil Longson. 


The public utilities commission of 
the State of California held hearings 
on the application of the California 
Water Service Company for an 
order authorizing it to increase rates 
charged for water service in the 
Cities of Atherton, Menlo Park, 
Woodside and vicinity. These hear- 
ings were held in the Menlo Park 
city hall on Oct. 31, and Nov. 1. 

With the exception of the Belle 

Haven and Newbridge Park areas, 
all of Menlo Park is served by 

the California Water Service 


Company, and inasmuch as the | 


proposed rate increase affects the 
majority of the users in the city, 
the city council determined that 
a study and analysis should be 
made of the proposal of the comp- 
any and the report prepared by 
the public utility commission. 

Between the date of receiving the 
commission’s report and the date 
of the hearing, there was insuffici- 
ent time to be prepared to present 
our case at the hearing. The city 
council passed a resolution request- 
ing a continuance of hearings so 
that material could be assembled 
and properly presented. 

The hearing was concluded on 
Nov. 1, but we were granted our re- 
quest to the extent that we could 
submit our views in writing on or 
before Dec. 1. 

The rates as proposed showed 
an increase of 16.67% for the min- 
imum cost of water up to 500 
cubic feet, per month; thence a 
more or less regular increase up 
to 3,000 cu. ft. where the maxi- 
mum rate of increase was 25.81%. 

The present rate schedule is in 
brackets of 500 cu. ft. or less at 
$1.50: the next 8500 cu. ft. at 25c. 
per 100 cu. ft.; the next 36,000 cu. ft. 
at 22c. per 100 cu. ft.; the next 130,- 
000 cu. ft. at 19c. per 100 cu. ft.; 
and all over 175,000 cu. ft. at 15c. 
per 100 cu. ft. 

The proposed increase is in brack- 
ets of 500 cu. ft. or less, at $1.75; the 
next 2500 cu. ft. at 32c. per 100 cu. 
ft.; the next 27,000 cu. ft. at 25c. 
per 100 cu. ft.; and all over 30,000 
cu. ft. at 19c. per 100 cu. ft. ~ 


The increase that will most 
materially affect Menlo Park cus- 
tomers is between the amounts 
of 1,500 cu. ft. per month and 
5,000 cu. ft. per month, which 
runs from 15.69% to 25.81%. This 
is brought about by the proposed 
revision in the schedule of rate 
brackets or blocking, the most se- 
vere of which is an additional 
O%c. per 100 cu. ft. from 500 to 
3,000 cu. ft. per month. 


Our findings from information 
taken from the books of the water 
company and from the report of 
the public utilities commission have 
developed the fact that the present 
rate schedule as now established, 
is producing a fair rate of return 
on the water company’s investment. 
In view of the result of our analysis, 
it was recommended and strongly 
urged that the application for an 


increase in water rates be denied.
